cannot be made an issue unless the 
candidate can be connected with it 
personally. The notion apparently 
has percolated into the heads of th? 
voters that for one gang of po- 
lilicans to accuse another of graft- 
ing is for the pot to cali the V.et- I 
tie black. At least, they will not j 
hold the boss responsible for the I 
derelictions of the underpin™.
